1* In late 1951 the Chineee were operating about thirby oil wells near the 
town o f Yumen (M 40-15* B 97**13)» in Kansu Pro vinoe • The daily produo- 
tion of orude oil from these wells was approximately 40,000 gallons*

2. To proteot the oil wells, an infantry regiment of about 2,000 men was 
stationed at Yumen, and there were between five and eight anti-airoraft 
guns in the Tiolnity of the oilfield. 
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1 Comaent ♦ Aooording to information dated July 1960, the 
annual produotion of the Yumen oilfield in 1947, when it was esti- 
mated that between 10 and 15 wells were flowing, was 378,000 barrsls, 
or more than the amount indioated by souroe* An amendment to the 
same report, dated 17 August 1950, indioated tbat about 180,000 
barrels had beon produoed during the first quarter of that year, 
and the produotion for the year was estimated at 750,000 barrela.
